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A barrier operator system having a wall station transmitter 
whereby the open/close switch and the auto-close selector 
are integrated in the same housing.

A barrier operator system having a wall station transmitter 
with a blocking selector switch blocking all other wireless 
or remote control signals except from the wall station 
transmitter switches (independent claim 28 comprises the 
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considered as wireless remote controllable closing) 
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A barrier operator system having a wall station transmitter, 
the wall station being Illuminated from within. 
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A wall station for a barrier operator system having a cover 
concealing but allowing operation of an open/close switch 
and a second switch. 
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A wall station for a barrier operator system having a 
secured detachable battery cover. 
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
